We called in help from the 
ladies in Canal Point, Pahokee, 
South Bay, and Belle Glade and 
undertook-what to us was a stu- 
pendous job. 

Mrs. Adrain Daane appeared 
on the scene in the fall of 1930 
and was a real help as she had 
taken a year of Library Science 
in the University of Minnesota, 
just before she and Dr. Daane 
came to the State Experiment 
Station near Belle Glade.

At one time Mrs. Daane said, 
When I attended library col- 
lege they lectured us about the 
“setting” fora library-such as 
paintings on the wall, beautiful 
statuary and so forth, but they 
never taught me how to mend 
and renew old books”. But to 
her credit she whole-heartedly 
assisted in every way possible. 
She was the main one in cata- 
loguing from the time she came 
until she moved to Gainesville 
in 1937. 

I deserted the cause in July, 
1932 and went back to Wiscon- 
sin for a year. 

During the winter of 1932 and 
"33 the Belle Glade Woman's 
Club and Belle Glade Garden 
Club joined forces and headed 
the project of building the pres- 
ent club house in Belle Glade| 
Municipal Park. 

When I returned in the fall 
of 1933, I found all the books 
moved from the city hall and 
nicely shelved in the unfinished 
club house. 

Many new members were 
fadded to the Woman's Club by 
that time, among them, Mrs. 
| Thomas Bregger and Mrs. James 
A. Ball, Jr.; both library mind- 
ad and of great help.

‘The James B. Jeffries Mem- 
jorial Park is being equipped 
with playground facili- 
ties, through the enterprise of 
local parents of young children 
who interested Mrs. Arthur 
Smadbeck, presigent of The 
Heckscher Kound&tion for Chil- 
dren, in the project. 

The Heckscher Foundation 
was founded in 1921 by August

public playground the founda- 
tion donates ‘to equipment for 
hospitals, gives scholarships and 
in many other ways contributes 
to the welfare of children Some 
19 cities in Florida have re- 
ceived similar gifts through this 
foundation in the last two years,

saw unit; 3 eight-swing sets to 
accommodate children of dif- 
ferent age groups; 1 six swing 
set for nursery children; 4 park 
swings; and one bicycle rack for 
22 bicycles. All stationary! 
equipment is to be set in con- 
crete as permanent fixtures. 

The park is a joint project of 
the county and city, the county 
having provided a part of the 
site, local individuals a part 
and the remainder purchased by 
the city several years ago at a 
special price from Mrs. Lillian 
Jeffries, who stipulated that the 
lots be used for public purposes 
only, It is not only for use of 
local citizens but also for the 
traveling public — a roadside 
park where travelers may rest 
and enjoy a few hours of relaxa- 
tion. It is named in honor of 
James B. Jeffries, who devoted 
many years of his life to the 
reclamation of the Everglades. 

The park site has been grad- 
ed, grassed and landscaped by 
the city park department with 
the assistance of the Garden 
Club.
